Memorandum Submitted By Soviet Delegation With- 
drawn As Result of Objections; Details of Agree¬ 
ment Now Being Discussed. 


Genoa. April 22.—The French dele¬ 
gation to the Economic Conference! 
has submitted a protest against the 
German reply to the Allied note in 
which the Germans stated they 
would refrain from discussing Rus¬ 
sian questions settled in the Russo- 
German Treaty. The French contend 
that under their reply the Germans 
may insist on discussing other ques¬ 
tions. 

Terms. 

Jvtndon. April 22.—According to a 
dispatch to The Daily M.ail from 
Genoa, unpublished clauses in the 
Russo-German Treaty provide among 
other things that Germany shall as¬ 
sist 6.000 Russian prisoners now in 
German to return to Russia if they 
so desire; that Germany shall pro¬ 
hibit unions of ezarist officers and 
suppress all counter-revolutionary 
organizations in Germany: that Ger¬ 
many shall not allow war materials 
to pass from Germany into Poland. 
Roumania and Ksthonia. Russia on 
her part, according to the dispatch, 
shall grant the'Krupps concessions to 
manufacture guns and war materials 
in a number of factories in Russia.

April 22.—Actual work on a plan for the reconstruction 
of Russia was started to-day by experts representing the Soviet 
Government. Great Britain. France, Italy, Japan. Belgium, Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Holland. 

The heated politics surrounding the Russian problems has hcen 
cooled by M. Tehitcherin's note accepting in the main the Allies’ 
lormula stating the terms on which the great npwers arc willing 
to resume business relations with Russia. V 

Sir Edward Grigg, private secretary 
to the British Prime Minister, and 
others prominent in the conference, 
had made it clear that no proposi¬ 
tion had been put forward for Gov¬ 
ernment loans to Russia nor Gov¬ 
ernment guarantees of loans. The 
idea of the financial and economic 
experts is that, when Russia reaches 
a position where she can give in¬ 
vestors assurance that there will be j 
legal basis for undertakings in Rus¬ 
sia and that foreigners will have pro¬ 
tection under proper courts, abundant 
credits will be forthcoming for .the 
development of Russian resources. 

The single important point of dif¬ 
ference between the Russians and 
the Allied representatives is the un¬ 
willingness of the former to restore 
the freehold title o/ foreigners* pro¬ 
perty which has been nationalized or 
requisitioned by Russia, although 
they are willing to restore it (6 for¬ 
mer owners for their use.

negotiations. Many large corpora¬ 
tions having factories or mines in 
Russia have declined to consider 
taking concessions to run the pro¬ 
perties they have vigorously con¬ 
tended were theirs, not owned by the 
Soviet Government. 

Nebulous. 

The concessions hitherto offered to 
British and American promoters by 
Leonid Krassin, Soviet Commissar 
of Trade, have been too nebulous to 
attract capital, in the opinion of the 
prospective developers. Frequently 
this hesitation has been based on the 
fear that the former owners of the 
property might some day claim them. 

This fear, the Bolshevists believe, 
would be dispelled largely by inter¬ 
national recognition of their rights 
to nationalize property.

Mr. Baird explained to Dr. Shortt 
the local situation as he has been 
able t«f understand it as Provincial 1 
Inspector, and then gave him all the 
information and statistics the Prov¬ 
ince has gathered in connection with 
Victoria’s fimuilcal affairs. Pr. 
Shortt showed much interest in 
sinking; fund shortages, and spent 
tintc discussing that phase of the 
situation. 

In considering the relations be¬ 
tween the City and the Province. Dr. 
Shortt is working along the lines de¬ 
sired by the City Council, which con¬ 
siders that those matters are at the 
bottom ol’ the present financial dif¬ 
ficulties. It has been learned, how¬ 
ever. that Pr. Shortt will be unable, 
in the two weeks which he intends to 
spend here, to investigate a wide 
variety of matters which have been 
laid before him in a rough way by 
members of the Council. There are 
a number of matters which some of 
the Council members woipd like him 
to investigate but which, it is now 
apparent, will not come within the 
scope of his enquiry. 

Pr. Short? spent all yesterday In 
conference with City Comptroller J. 
I*. Raymur. from whom he secured 
valuable information concerning the 
City’s financial position. He will 
confer again with Mr. Raymur next 
Tuesday morning and in the mean¬ 
time voluminous figures are being 
prepared for his consideration by of¬ 
ficials uf the Finance Pepartmcnt.

DISARM FIRST. 

Each day’s progress of the

ric. It is a hopeful sign that 
tile nations of the Old World 
•an’ meet on common ground in 
comparative forgetfulness of 
Litter enmities that existed only 
ii very short while siuec. But a 
persistent hesitation to get at the 
bottom of international trouble 
and remove the prime causes of 
strife that has kept the ,. orld 
impovelKslied for two thousand 
years effectively bars the way 
to the establishment of condi¬ 
tions that will permit nations 
to go to work and continue to 
increase production for the gen¬ 
eral profit and benefit of man¬ 
kind. To deal with the eco¬ 
nomic phase of Europe’s ills 
without a determined resolu¬ 
tion to do away with the very 
causes which produce the ne¬ 
cessity for the kind of gathering 
that is now assembled at Genoa 
is like blowing out the gas in¬ 
stead of turning it off at the 
meter. Get rid of large nru ies 
and navies; stump the Old and 
the New Worlds in the cause of 
peace with t|ie thoroughness and 
cut Imsiasm of a political cam¬ 
paign and the man in the 
street will reach the frame ‘of 
mind that will arouse him to a 
proper understanding of his 
own power and authority 

Mr. Lloyd George believes 
that the Genoa Confereuee will 
not adjourn until the restor¬ 
ation of harmony in Europe is 
assured. He is even confident 
that it will adopt'an.agreement 
whereby all the nations of Eu¬ 
rope will bind themselves not 
to commit acts of aggression 
against neighboring countries. 
All this may be realized. But 
why should there be any objec¬ 
tion on the part of any signa¬ 
tory to such an undertaking to 
rid itself of the practical agen¬ 
cies with which acts of aggres¬ 
sion are committed 1 The answer 
is the plain fact that peoples 
still cling to old follies without 
realizing that as long as there 
are armies und navies of 
proportions large enough to 
stage an ordinary war the or¬ 
dinary war and its inevitable si- 
quel cannot be avoided. What is 
•wanted is a new kind of inter- 
natifinal good-will, and if it 
takes one hundred conferences 
to popularize the idea of peaee 
amoug the people who have to 
pay the bills of war there should 
be no hesitation in holding 
those conferences. Enough of 
the nations of the world are 
realizing the horrible toll of in¬ 
ternational conflict to win their 
support for a continuous peace 
campaign.

THEIR AFFAIR ENTIRELY. 

It will be generally agreed 
that when the Hon. Manning 
Doherty conducted ,u more or 
less public campaign in •Great 
Britain in connection with the 
retention of the British embargo 
against the admission of Cana¬ 
dian cattle he did it with the 
host intentions in the world. But 
the Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen is 
on firm ground when lie reminds 
the House of Commons at Ot¬ 
tawa that a procedure of that 
Rind could not fail to prejudice 
this country's ease at the wrong 
time and in the wrong place. 
Every Canadian knows that the 
restriction is not in force be¬ 
cause Canadian cattle are not 
healthy. It remains in effect for 
the reason that the British 
stockbreeder fears the competi 
tion that would follow the re¬ 
moval of the embargo. And it 
goes without saying that the 
whole question is a domestic af¬ 
fair with the people on the other 
side of the Atlautie. 

There is a popular ob¬ 
jection to this form of pro¬ 
tection and at least one by-elec¬ 
tion furnished an opportunity 
to test it as an issue of direct 
concern with the people of a Mid¬ 
land constituency. But the mat¬ 
ter will have to be left to the 
two Governments. The late and 
present Administrations at Ot 
tawa have mad? formal repre¬ 
sentations thro.ugh the custom¬ 
ary channels. The health of our 
cattle has been firmly estab¬ 
lished by the findings of the 
Finlay Commission. The British 
Government has even gone so 
far as to set a day for free dis¬ 
cussion and a non-partisan vote 
iu the House of Commons. If 
there shall be a majority against 
a continuation of the restriction 
it will almost sure to follow that 
a very urgently required market 
for our cattle will be restored. 
If the decision shall be an ad¬ 
verse one we must poclict our 
disappointment und concentrate 
our persuasion upon the United 
States Government in the hope | 
that it will lower the present 
thirty per cent, tariff. 

LIQUOR MONOPOLY. 

If the measure that is now be¬ 
fore the House of Commons at 
Ottawa succeeds in getting the 
approval of the Senate the, Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Government will 
be in a position to institute li¬ 
quor control in a more effective 
fashion than has been possible 
since the old order of things 
went out of existence in the Fall 
of 1917. 

The bill which lias been intro¬ 
duced by the Hon. D. D. Mc¬ 
Kenzie provides most of the ne¬ 
cessary machinery for better en¬ 
forcement of temperance laws 
throughout the Dominion in gen¬ 
eral and seeks to invest the 
Crown in this Province with the 
sole privilege of importation. It 
would mean that the right of 
the individual to purchase li¬ 
quor from the distillers and ex¬ 
porters on the other side of the 
Atlantic would cease entirely 


rment that reaches him in order 
that the profit that the Govern¬ 
ment would have made if it had 
been the vendor can he as¬ 
sessed and duly collected from 
the consignee. 

So that the Dominion bill coin- 
'cities with tiie spirit and intent 
of absolute control—the wish of 
a majority of the people of this 
Province as expressed at the 
polls. And it goes without say¬ 
ing that if similar- auxiliary 
legislation had been passed ar 
the inauguration of the Provin¬ 
cial Prohibition Act that partial- | 
lar law could not have been so 
easily evaded through the boot¬ 
legging and other routes.

FREE PORTS AND FOREIGN TRACJE. 

To the Editor,—I read Mr. W. A. 
Jameson's letter on the above .subject, 
with much Interest, and was heginnlng 
to think that I had discovered another 
Free Trader until, when I had got about 
half way through, I was suddenly 
brought up with the sentence: “If we 
eliminate or modify our Protective tar¬ 
iff our competing industries might be 
extinguished; Capital and Labor would 
suffer.” 

Now. I urn fully In accord with Mr. 
Jameson's contention in favor of Free 
ports: but what Is a free port if it is 
not a modification of our Protective 
tariff system? 

Our Protectionists leave us in no 
doubt as to what they want. Their ob¬ 
ject is to keep out British. American 
and foreign goods (especially British) 
In order that the home producer may 
compel the home consumer to pay a 
higher price for goods made in the 
country. That. is their object. It is 
true that their methods are ludicrously 
Ineffective; since they result in our im¬ 
porting. year by year, a larger quan¬ 
tity of goods than we export, and mak¬ 
ing up the balance by sending the title- 
deeds of our natural resources to the 
pawn shop of Wall Street. But the 
policy itself is clear. 

Now 1 submit that Mr. Jameson, per¬ 
haps unconsciously, endorses this pol¬ 
icy when he says that capital and labor 
would suffer if we were to eliminate 
• >r modify our protective tariff; and it 
seems to me that, in doing so, he comes 
perilously near giving away the whole 
case for free ports. For If protection is 
right, and if goods from overseas ought 
to be kept out of the country, then we 
should-stamp ruthlessly* upon th** very 
idea of free ports, because the .latter 
would undoubtedly bring the Canadian 
consumer more closely into touch with 
imported merchandise. 

But the plain truth Is that protection 
is wrong, und that Mr. Jameson's sym¬ 
pathy for the sufferings of capital and 
labor under Free Trade conditions is 
quite misplaced. In this Western coun¬ 
try. with its gigantic area, and rich re¬ 
sources. free trade would be of enor¬ 
mous benefit to both capital and labor, 
w* cannot have prosperity so long as 
we attempt to Smother our big basic 
Industries with a protective tariff. Under 
free trade these basic industries would 
have a real chance lo tnrlve: for those 
engaged in them would Jind It cheaper 
to buy the goods they need, and easier 
lo sell the goods they produce. 

If we are to have free trade on tlie 
Instalment plan, a few free ports might 
he a good beginning; but we shall not 
strengthen the argument for them hy 
questioning the soundness of the larger 
policy to which they are closely re¬ 
lated.

THE LORD’S DAY ACT. 

To the Editor,—The following are 
some of the reasons advanced by ad¬ 
vocates of the enforcement of the Lord's 
Day Act; 

Mayor Marchant says It is the law 
of the land and the Police Commis¬ 
sioner* have no option but to enforce -ft 
Yet he Jins only authorized a partial 
enforcement. Is this consistent? 

Commissioner Staneland says it Is 
good law ami its enforcement will curb 
the Increase of Oriental stores, hut 
where Is tlie proof? 

The officials of the Ix»rd*s Day Al¬ 
liance state that the Act was passed 
in the interests of labor, so as to jissuro 
to every man one day of rest in seven, 
and this is why they advocate Its en¬ 
forcement. A great many believe thut 1 
[ this is camoufiuge, and regret that the 
section of fclergy advocating the en¬ 
forcement of the Act do not stAte plain- i 
ly why they are pressing tlie issue with 
such zeal. In this connection it is in¬ 
teresting to note that no labor man has 
so fur opened his rnouth in favor of 
the enforcement of the Act in Victoria. 1 
The Anti-Blue Sunday League holds the 
view that Jf the Lord's Day Act is en¬ 
forced, It should not be enforced piece¬ 
meal, otherwise an Injustice is done. 
If this view Is correct, it will interest 
the public to know some provisions in 
the Act whfeh are not mentioned by 
Lev. Dr. Sipprell and Rev. William 
Stevenson in the letter published over 
their signatures in your issue of the 
21st. 

Section 7 reads. *Tt shall not be law¬ 
ful for uny purpose, on the Lord's liny, 
except as provided in any Provincial 
Act or law now or hereafter In force, 
to enugge In any public game or con¬ 
test for gain, or for any prize or re¬ 
ward thereat., or to provide, engage in, 
or he present at any performance or 
public meeting, elsewhere than in a 
church, at which a fee is charged, dir¬ 
ectly W Indirectly, either for admission 
to such performance or meeting, or to, 
any niece within which the same is' 
I provided, or for any service or priv¬ 
ilege thereat.” 

Section 8 reads: ”It shall not be law- 
| ful for any person on the Lord's Day. 
except as provided by any Provincial 
I Act or law now or hereafter in force, 
lo run, conduct, or convey by any mode 
of conveyance any excursion on which 
passengers are conveyed for hire, and 
having for Its principal or only object 
the carriage on that day of such pas¬ 
sengers for nmusment or pleasure, and 
passengers so conveyed shall not he 
deemed to be travellers within the 
meaning of tills Act.” 

The classes of work which are speci¬ 
fically exempted under the Act Include 
(See Sec. 12.) (a) "The operation by 

any Canadian electric street railway 
company whose line is Interprovlnclal 
or International, of Its cars, for pas¬ 
senger traffic, on the Lord's Day, on any 
line or branch which, is. on the dav of 
the coming into force of this Act. regu¬ 
larly so operated.” Therefore, by in¬ 
ference, not a tramcar can be legally 
run on Sunday, unless there is some 
enabling legislation under which the I 
B. .C. Electric Railway is immune, and 1 
If this is the case, R is class legisla- j 
tion. 

The public will observe that under 
the provisions of Section 8 no automo¬ 
bile, taxi, sightseeing car or other con¬ 
veyance can earn)* passengers for 
amusement or pleasure on a Sunday for 
a fee. 

Among the dictionary definitions of 
“pleasure” are ''gratification; delight¬ 
ful and agreeabje emotions.” Under the 
Act, the only allowable delightful or 
agreeable emotion for which a fee can 
be charged on Sunday must be found 
within u church, and we call this an 
enlightened age! 

The-reverend gentlemen, members of 
the Lord's Day Alliance, insist thut the 
Act be enforced, and press for the pro¬ 
secution of Individuals Infringing its 
provisions. We commend the action of 
the French padre in Victor Hugo's 
"Les Miserable” for their consideration..

By Making London Critics Eat Their Words 

Unprecedented Stunt of Young Canadian Writer to Save “Heartbreak House" From 
Unmerited Chorus of Condemnation.

W HEN two well-known public men having 
a great similarity of names occupy of¬ 
fices in adjoining buildings it seems ex¬ 
cusable for strangers to get them mixed some¬ 
times, but it seldom happens that their fellow- 
townsmen make that mistake. The friends of 
R. C. Edwards, M.P.P., of Calgary, more gener¬ 
ally known as “Bob” Edwards, of the Calgary 
Eye Opener, like to tell this one on him. 

When local politicians of different camps de¬ 
cided that for the good of the country a truce 
should exist between them during the war per¬ 
iod, a large executive was appointed to select 
likely candidates. Now for a number of years 
a coolness was known to exist between J. H. 
Woods, editor of the Calgary Herald, and Bob 
Edwards, of the Eye Opener. And among the 
names voted upon for candidate for East Cal¬ 
gary was that of J. H. Woods, so a considerable 
ripple ofc excitement was caused by someone who 
passed the rumor around the room that Bob was 
voting for Woods. His friends could not be¬ 
lieve it was true.

guests. There was a tremendous house and the 
young promoter could easily have obtained $23 

a seat. 

But he was satisfied with the effect he had 
created. It was the beginning of a rebellion 
against the dramatic critics, which was very 
necessary in London. In the words of a critic 
of these critics: "They had become so used to 
sloppy criticism during the war that their brains 
were unequal to handling a maaterplece likfe 
’Heartbreak House’.” 

Stranger result still, though, the great Shaw, 
cynic and egotist, was actually touched by Mr. 
Baxter's intervention on behalf of his play. He 
not only contributed an article on the subject 
of his play from his incomparable pen to the 
“Sunday Express." but he also sent Mr. Baxter a 
copy of his book, “Back to Methuselah.” “in 
grateful memory of ills interposition on behalf 
of ‘Heartbreak House’.” 

In his article Shaw began with the statement, 
“The incident of the Intervention of the editor 
of the ’Sunday Express’ to force the critics to 
reconsider their verdict on a play and to save It 
from what he believed to be unmerited damnation 
is unprecedeHted-in my experience, and. as far 
as I know, in the history of the theatre. I was 
much touched by it." 

Then after stating that "if the press could 
kill a playwright, 1 should have been a dead man 
twenty years ago.” Shaw in his article character¬ 
istically proceeds to prove that “Heartbreak 
House” was “away above the heads" of the afore¬ 
said critics, much too high brow for them. 


RTIIUR BEVERLEY BAXTER, the young 
A Canadian author, who is managing editor 
cl of Lord Beaverbrook’s "rtunday Express.” 
pulled off p.n .unprecedented stunt in London re¬ 
cently when lie actually made the critics recon¬ 
sider a play which they had condemned and 
thus saved a masterpiece from an unmerited 
oblivion. , • 

The play was "Heartbreak House.” written 
by none other than the famous George Bernard 
.Shaw. 

It had been produced at the Court Theatre. 
Next day the critics not only complained that it 
dragged, but the newspapers were filled with a 
perfect dehige of adverse comment. “Meaning¬ 
less” was a word that appeared everywhere. It 
seemed as if Shaw had lost his reason. 

Mr. Baxter went a few nights later to see the 
play. It made his -pulses tingle. He felt that 
here was “a stupendous creative masterpiece”; 
here was a newf Shaw, as witty and cutting as of 
old, but speaking with a new humanitnrianism. 

Mr. Baxter went home determined to save this 
great play from the fate to which the critics had 
condemned it. ile arranged for a special matinee 
at the theatre, called up Shaw and arranged that 
he would come, and then invited the critics to 
come back ami reconsider their decision. 

The affair caused a big furore in London 
literary and dramatic circles. The critics came. 
Many of-them reversed their first decision of the 
play. After the performance, tea was served on

Canadians Won ' . 
Imperishable Honor 
at Ypres Battle 

TO-DAY is the anniversary of t/l£ Second Bat¬ 
tle of Ypres. where the Canadian forces 
first distinguished themselves in the late war. 
Although landing in France in February of 
the year 1915, it was not until the Second Bat¬ 
tle of Ypres that the First Canadian Division 
were given an opportunity of engaging in tho 
more drastic measures of trench warfare.. 

While books have been written, describing 
the whole action in detail, a brief outline of 
the battle may be interesting. The First Cana¬ 
dian Division held a front outside St. Julien, in 
the Ypres salient. The Third Brigade, on the 
left, was in touch with a Turco division of 
French troops from Algiers. 

Unexpectedly the Germans commenced a gas 
attack on the T^rcos, using chlorine gas. Met 
with something they had not experienced be¬ 
fore, the Turcos broke, and the Germans made 
a dash for the"break in the line on the Cana¬ 
dian left. The Third Brigade, followed by the 
Second Brigade, to Its right, deployed and 
were reinforced by the First Brigade, up to 
then in reserve. 

The Canadian Division took over tho Turco 
front as well as their own, and held a two 
division front for days against the attacks of 
German shock troops in mass formation. In 
many instances Canadian Battalions, gassed in| 
their meagre trenches, got up and advanced 
against the Germans and drove them off. In 
this manner the line was held until a reserve 
line was formed by Imperial troops in the 
rear. While it lasted the action was of the 
heaviest fighting seen in the earlier stage* of 
the war, and the Canadians won a place for 
themselves aloag with the finest regiments of 
the Imperial Army. Many paid with their lives 
for the sacrifice, and that is what we are com¬ 
memorating to-day. 


To operate the whilstle, place it 
in a light soldering kit suitable for 
a beginner may be purchased foi 
a few cents at the variety store 
Tho outfit is shown in the draw¬ 
ing.

How Sprinters are Timed 


QNE of the most difficult things in the world 
is to time races correctly, the reason 
being that before the finger can press the 
button of the watch it must receive a message 
from the brain, which must first receive a 
message from the eye. 

Now the time which these two messages 
take to travel varies considerably in different 
people, and may differ in the same person 
from day to day. Hence it is almost impos¬ 
sible for any human being to be sure of timing 
a race correctly to a tenth of a second. 

Accurate timing can be obtained with cer¬ 
tainty only by means of the electrical timing 
machine. 

At the starting end of the course is a fine 
wire which is broken as the pistol is fired. 
At the winning post is another wire nyliicli the 
winner severs as he breaks through the tape. 
The first sets an electric recording clock in 
motion, and the second stops it. 

The clock consists of a drum making a cer¬ 
tain number of revolutions per second, on 
W’hose surface rests the point of a fixed pen. 

When the drum is set in motion by the 
breaking of the starting wire the pen begins 
to truce a spiral line upon it, and continues to 
do so until the mechanism is stopped by the 
breaking of the second wtre. The length of 
the line traced on tlie drum gives tbe exact 
time of the race.—Tit Bits.

Their 
parents have been killed in mas¬ 
sacres and died und«T deportation. 
The large massacres have ceased, but 
massacres, or murders, in varying 
degrees of intensity aro still rife. 

The Turks have succeeded in 
effectively banishing the Armenians 
or in making life so unbearable for 
them that they are glad to leave. 
So there are fewer massacres; it 
must be added, however, that Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha is too good a 
politician to countenance any out¬ 
break at this juncture. He is a 
statesman with a high degree of in¬ 
telligence. 

"The total number of orphans 
under the care of the Near East Re¬ 
lief Committee in August last was 
100.000,” stated Mr. Vickrey, "and 
this has steadily grown. I have vis¬ 
ited the Near East every’ year, going 
to all the portions accessible, and the 
conditions are appalling. 

Dead Cluster in Streets. 

"It was in Russian Aremnia last 
Summer, and the dead were lying 
about the streets. The dead wagon 
had begun its rounds, already, and 
one’s imagination recoils from what 
the picture was in February and 
March of this year. In Erivan, the 
capital of Armenia I found only 
hopeless women and starving chil¬ 
dren, wandering about trying to ex¬ 
change a -second-hand garment for 
food. Armenia is the land of the 
living, nightmare." 

Five dollars a month is sufficient 
to keep a child alive, while'$100 a 
year will provide for a child in every 
way. 

Gruesome proof of his convincing 
statements, a photograph album in 
the possession of Mr. Vickery, bears 
testimony to the appalling scenes 
witnessed while working for the 
Near East Relief. Naked bodies of 
children, terrible emaciated are to be 
seen lying by the roadside. Grown 
men and women, virtual living skele¬ 
tons, haunt its pages.

range price of 25 cents ho 60 cents. 
The Royal Oak Greenhouses were the 
first producers to put this commod¬ 
ity on the yharHet, and their displays 
to-day were' splendid,. Among the 
early green vegetable displays green 
onions and lettuce was a prominent 
feature. The first local head let¬ 
tuce was shown on the market at 
various booths. These were being 
picked up at 5 cents for the leaf, and 
20 cents for the head variety. As¬ 
paragus was also displayed, while 
cauliflower was quoted at a range 
of 15 to 35 cents. 

Despite the fact that eggs have 
been advancing along wholesale row 
and at retail stores the public mar¬ 
ket held quotations on eggs station- 
ary v the prices being 35 cents a dozen 
for niw-laid with 25 cents a dozen 
for the pullet variety. Some stalls 
were selling at two dozen for 65 
cents, while others were selling at 35 
cents. Cream played a leading part I 
in the buying. Devonshire being 
quoted at 25 cents, while whipping 
cream was offered at 25 cents. 
Cream cheese secured an excellent 
position, and demanded 25 cents a 
print. Poultry selling at three dif¬ 
ferent figures, fowl being 25 cents 
with chicken at 45 cents and broilers 
60 and 65 cents. 

Flowers were prettily displayed 
this morning, when violets of the 
outdoor kind were selling for five 
cents a bunch, and daffodils at 15 
cents a dozen. The latter flower 
was noted for its numerous show¬ 
ings. Early sweet peas were selling 
at 25 cents a hunch, while carna¬ 
tions which are exceptionally early, 
were quoted at 50\to 75 cents.

Vancouver, B. C., April 
Alexander Whyte was acquitted 
by the Jury at the Assizes of a 
charge of stealing twenty-five 
shares of Canadian Pacific Rail- 
wav stock from Samuel Oreik\ 
The jury deliberated about thirty 
minutes. 

The charge arose out of a 
brokerage transaction handled by 
the now defunct firm of Grant, 
Whyte & Company, with whom 
the shares of the stock were 
deposited. 

They were placed In the bank 
to the credit of the company and 
,Mr. Whyte is said to have pur¬ 
chased other similar shares in 
New York to replace them in the 
credit to Mr. Greer. This, it 
was argued, was done in all good 
faith and with no intention to 
defraud. Evidence tended ' to 
show that the offence, if any. was 
a technical omission in law rather 
than 3 . deliberate attempt to de¬ 
fraud.

I took the 
$2,500 cheque because it had beer 
accepted by the bank, but I refused 
the other ns it was not accepted,” 
said the veteran. 

On July 22 Greer learned that 
Grant Whyte had sent $2,700 to New 
York to buy 25 shares of C. P. R. and 
he surmised it was to replace the 25 
he had given them. * Later on he 
learned that the New York firm had 
retained the money in settlement of 
claims they had against Grant, Whyte 
& Co., but after a personal visit to 
New York the firm of Hutton & Co_ 
gave him the 25 shares.

Legislation of Stewart Reigns 
Provided Strange Penalties 


That Sunday observance was a 
matter of moment in the years 1625- 
1676, in the reigns of Charles I. and

Patron saints,*while not so} fash¬ 
ionable in the twentieth century as 
in mediaeval times perhaps because 
they have lost their potency, still 
exerciser certaln'kmount. of fascin¬ 
ation.

either fronj a lack of adequate bio¬ 
graphers, or from excessive zeal in 
the case of investigators.

Uytn to-day, and provided for fines 
for non-attendance at church, for 
moving from one’s parish, for indulg¬ 
ing in the use of rod or gun, the sale 
or crying of wares and for attending 
any form of meeting foe sport on the 
Sabbath. 

Stocks For Offenders. 

Fines of from five to twenty shil¬ 
lings could be. imposed, and in de¬ 
fault of payment the offender could 
be committed by a Justice of the 
Peace public stocks for from 

two to three hours, or treated in the 
9ame manner by the Mayor of the 
city. Church wardens shared with 
the constabulary the delight of en¬ 
forcing these measures. 

Still Good Law. 

Notwithstanding certain judicia* 
opinions to the contrary, in certain 
cases tried here some years ago, it 
is said that the Acts of Charles I 
and II. are still good law. and could 
be enforced in this city. The same 
measures are enforced In a few places 
in England to this day. and only re¬ 
cently a tobacconist paid his 753rd 
line of five shillings for selling to¬ 
bacco on Sunday The same Acts

A preface to the Sunday Observ¬ 
ance Act of Charles I. contained a 
severe censure on the enforcers of 
the law of those days: “The Act is 
much profaned and broken,” it said 
’’to the gre^t dishonor of God and 
.reproach to religion." continuing t< 
'urge upon all the more rigid enforce¬ 
ment of the terms of the Sunday 
Observance Act. 

Drastic Restriction. 

A portimi of the Sunday Observ¬ 
ance Act of Charles Second’s reign 
reads: "Be it enacted that all the 
lows enacted and in force concern¬ 
ing the observation of the Lord’s l>a> 
and repairing to the Church thereon 
be carefully put into execution, and 
that jill and every person, or persons 
whatsoever shall on every Lord’s Day 
apply themselves to the observation 
of*the same by exercising themselves 
therein in the duties of piety and true 
teligion publicly and privately." 

“Tradesmen, artificers, workmen 
luborers and other persons shall not 
do or exerciatf any worldly labor 
business, or work" the Act contin¬ 
ues. making it uitlawful to cry. wares 
ir. the street, or to expose same foi 
sale. Butchers, wagoners, and wain- 
men are forbidden to travel with their 
carts on Sunday, or to enter any Inn j 
Infractions of the first part of the 
code mean a fine of five shillings 
while butchers and wagoners, or 
owners of carts may be mulcted twen¬ 
ty shillings. Criers would have their 
goods confiscated, these to be sold 
by the church wardens.
